MADISON, May 2E.—Governor La Fol- 


lotto today sent to the legislature a mes- 
sage urging legislation that would des- 
troy secret lobbying. He strongly dc- 
nouncps-"thc impudent railway lobby" 
which he says has cost the state millions 
of dollars in the last six years and has 
been ix nuisance and disgrace in the leg- 
islative hulls of the state. The railroad 
lobbyists are described as usually n, set 
of incompetent men, "best fit for private 
argument," but 
whom the railroads 


"would not trust with a potty damage 
suit in justice court." 


LIFE .MADE MISERABLE. 


The "overnor declares members of the 


legislature were dof-cd to their hotels 
nnd lives made miserable the past winter 
bv agents ot rnilroods. the book trust 
and telephone trust. The governor de- 
clares the practice of secret lobbying is 
"wrong in principle and absolutely cer- 
tain to be vicious in practice.' The sen- 
nte recently killed the Johnson bill 
drawn along the lines of the governor s 
^commendations, but a new measure 
will now be presented. 


FAVORS FULL DISCUSSION. 


The governor further said:

I care not what the purpose 
of the lobbyists may be. nor whether- 
their .object- b'e good or bad, it IK sub- 
versive of tic'basic principles upon which 
American^rhstitutions tire .founded, to 
permit a, 'few men to direct or control 
U'"islation, and to put their (judgment as 
to what is best for the people against 
that of the representatives of the people, 
elected for the sole purpose of register- 
in" their will. I must not be understood 
as criticising those who appear before 
legislative committee in proper and .legit- 
imate ways to advocate, or oppose legis- 
lation, for in this way the general assenv 
blv is often very materially aided m its 
work. . But the professional lobby should 
<»o, and tho general assembly of Ohio 
must be free from its interference, free 
from the interference of those who have 
onlv personal ,01- selfish ends to serve, 
whether good or bad, and free to be what 
the constitution intends—the agents and 
servants of the people in shaping into 
the form of law the expression of their 
sovereign will. I propose to recommend 
to the next general assembly -such action 
us will forever clear' the chambers-of the 
senate and house, nnd the eapitol itself 
of this baneful influence for I want to 
see that day come, in Ohio, when all 
responsibility for the enactment nnd ap- 
proval of laws shall rest with those upon 
whom the constitution imposes the duty, 
and with no one else.

against its passage. In full recognition 
of the political trick sought to be played, 
Senator Julius Rochr moved to indefinite- 
ly postpone the-bill appropriating $1,000 
to himself for services as attorney for 
Insurance- Commissioner -Zeno M. Host 
in the Turntable case.

Senator Stevens achieved a notable 


.victory by again securing the passage 
of his'bill'through the senate authorizing 
the location of the state eapitol at Osh- 
kosh, after the bill had been reconsidered 
for the purpose of killing the measure. 
The senate favord Oshkosh by a vote'of 
seventeen for and fourteen against. The' 
joint resolution authorizing a constitu- 
tional amendment for the levy of an in- 
come.tax was passed and the Rumroel re- 
cnll bill was rfeusod reconsideration. 
Without debate the senate ordered the 
Warner civil service bill to a third read- 
ing and killed the Stout bill authorizing 
municipal corporations to dispose of li- 
crasi's for,the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. 


Bills were passed in the senate ns fol- 


lows: Providing punishment for forma- 
tion of trusts; providing for use of pock- 
et ballots: for the investigation of fires; 
relating to fishinfr in, inland waters in 
Wisconsin. 
The bill providing for the 


removal of any aldermnn anil election of 
his successor was killed, the senate re- 
fusing to reconsider the vote. The com- 
mittee on state affairs decided to recom- 
mend for concurrence the bill to compel 
telephone companies having .nn exchange 
in more than one city to furnish sen-ice 
in ea'ch city at a rate uniform with the 
rate charged by the same company in 
every other city.

COLUMBUS, 0., May 24.—The Repub- 


licans of Ohio were represented by more 
than eleveji hundred delegates when the 
state convention to nominate a governor 
and other state officers was called to or- 
der this afternoon. Secretary Taft, wlio 
acts as temporary chairman, spoke as 
follows: 


Secretary Taft said in'part: 
Fellow Republicans of Ohio: I con- 


gratulate you on the prosperous political 
calm in which you meet. The tremend- 
ous victory of "last fall so stunned our 
ancient enemy the democracy, that an a~ 
party it is hardly even now showing nny 
sign of life... Then a president like Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, a consistent and ortho- 
dox 'Republican, is welcomed with bursts 
of enthusiasm and admiration in Texas, 
and in the Democratic Jroquois club of 
Chicago, we may well liken the present to 
the era of political good feeling which 
prevailed early in the last century.- • 


The. secretary rapidly sketched the at- 


titude of the Republican party on the 
currency question since 1896, referred to 
the Spanish war and its results and then 
said;

In" the campaign of 1904 the Democra-

THK DOCTOR'S WARFARE. 


The Pinsdnle bill, which gives power 


to the State Medical Board to revoke li- 
censes of doctors who advertise or are 
guilty of violating the ethics of the pro- 
fession, and this menus advertising 
is 


now up to the senate. 


While the matter has been threshed 


over in tlie assembly and before assem- 
bly committees it is very evident that 
the real injustice of the bill has not been 
siillieicntly considered by the legislature 
•Ise that body would have marked the 
bill for slaughter. The real animus of the 
>ill to enable the doctors trust to pro- 
libit a physician who does not subscribe 
to all the tenets of so-called ethics of the 
troft'ssion is veiled behind what is pre- 
endcd to be a measure for the safcguard- 
ng of public morals. The bill says n doc- 
•nr mny not advertise the cure of certain 
lisenses, the suggestion of which is of- 
'ensivc. Yet diseases of this character 
lo exi«f, nnd should be cured. Better 
make the doctor ami printer who are a 
mrty to putting out offensive advertise- 
neiitx amenable to law than to put into 
he hands of the state inerlicnl board such 
n weapon ns the revocation of licenses nt 
ileasure for unprofessional conduct. 
Til 


,his net the legislature will incorporate 
n the laws of the state, the rr.lcs and 
regulations governing the 
Wisconsin 


Medical society, for the doctor who vio- 
lates these rules is-licld to be guilty of 
unprofessional conduct. 


As well might tho legislature incorpor- 


ate in the state laws the rules nnd regu- 
lations of the barbers union. 


The case, against Dr. Alice B. Stock- 


hum, of Chicago is a fair sample of the 
warfare that is waged against the adver- 
tising fraternity by those hedged about 
with professional 
ethics. For twenty 


years or more Dr. Stockham has been dis- 
seminating 
knowledge to the laity, 


knowledge about themselves, all couched 
in language most chaste. Some of her 
ideas may have been in direct 
conflict 


with the teachings of old schools, but it 
is charged that her works were immoral. 
Plain spoken truths about the body we 
live in will offend 
none but 
Puritanic 


prudes. The public is 
clamoring 
for 


knowledge, and the fact that Dr. Stock- 
hum advertised to impart that knowledge 
and WIM making ft success of her business 
financially doubtless excited envy among 
those whoso'liide bound adherence to the 
ethics of the profession had caused them 
to hide their light under a bushel, nnd 
the result was that a charge, was lodged 
against her of using the mails for im- 
moral purposes. While the charges nrc 
not specifically stated it is presumed they 
consist in giving advice as to correct liv- 
ing, 
especially concerning the relations 


between man and wife. With the divorce 
courts overworked we should say that 
anyone who can give ndvice that will 
stop the sacrifice of the home should bo 
given ever}' opportunity to impart that 
knowledge.

It appears 
Senator -Elkins who from all accounts is 
strenuously objecting to any form of 
commission' with/any roa.1 powers, will re- 
sist any .measure haying for its purpose 
the arming the commission with power to 
do away with nny unfair or discrimina- 
tive rates. Railroad men also arc declar- 
ing there is no earthly need of any new 
laws, 'and that existing hiws give ample 
power to do away with the rebate evil. 
If this is true then it is n decidedly ser- 
ious reflection, upon general government, 
nnd especially upon the attorney general, 
to sny nothing 'of the president himself 
who in his annual message said as follows 
upon this point of freight rebates: "That 
.there is a public clamor for giving the 
rntc making power to the commission can 
not be denied, but that it is a misled 
clamor is plainly apparent. The 
evil 


which is iu the public mind aud which 
the public generally believes ii to be cured 
by the proposed legislation is the evil 
of rebates and discriminations between 
shippers." 


It is plainly apparent it is not tho ab- 


solute fixing of railroad tariffs through- 
out the country that is the issue, though 
as R proposition prominent men in tho 
national councils arc beginning to take 
the position, that as public creatures 
brought into being through Incorporative 
Inws and given right of eminent domain, 
that congress and state legislatures pos- 
sess at nil times the. full power to fix 
tariffs. But it is now not this fixing of 
freight tariffs but as the. president says, 
the doing away of freight rebates and 
discriminations which latter may bo mid 
arc practiced by various devices well 
known to all railroad men. This can 
be accomplished only by a national law- 
giving authority to a commission or ex- 
isting commission, when an unfair rate 
is ascertained, either by their own init- 
iative or shippers complaints, or any dis- 
criminative form, to proceed and at once. 
set aside the unfairness, or within a pro- 
per'time, due notice being given, and if 
not remedied, the commission to declare 
such objectinnnl rate or rates or prac- 
tice mill and void and substitute, what 
"hull be fair. The roads necessarily hav- 
ing power to appeal. Prompt action nnd 
effectual action on part of any state or 
national commission only deal with un- 
fair methods, and full power In every case 
should be conferred. 


Tho part of wisdom would scorn to be 


on the part of great railroad corpora- 
tions to accept this reasonable congres- 
sional and state regulation nnd cease 
onoe for all submission to the great trad- 
ing corporations and syndicated manufac- 
turers seeking better rates than their fel- 
low citizens. For if not brought about 
in the next congress the movement in- 
sisting upon fall and real government anil 
state fixing of all freight tariffs, with ef- 
fective provisions against nil unfair prac- 
tices, will gain such headway as will bo 
irresistible.

On many of our streets macadamizing 


will be entirely satisfactory, for the cost 
will not only be materially less, but the 
roadways thus improved, will afford the 
public every reasonable satisfaction.'The 
roadway, for instance, of Seventh street 
running'west from Main street connect- 
ing with Washington avenue is in fact n 
.substantial roadway and will wear out 
all of the wooden pavements, Tt affords 
a solid driveway nnd as for dust, it as- 
suredly cannot be near ns bad as the 
dust from the unpnvcd streets, besides 
judicious watering will allay most of this 
asserted trouble. The cost of these ma- 
cadamized streets will not be so high to 
taxpayers, besides giving a. durable and 
smooth highway. Thus the agitation in- 
duced by the park proposition 
in tho 


early spring ought:not to be suffered to 
gradually die out and the lesson be "lost 
in the mists of forgetfulness.

time llncine commenced its street paving 
upon a general plan nnd while the cost 
may be considerable in the aggregates, 
the value to be derived so far exceeds, 
that there should be no opposition.

AN ENCOURAGING DECISION. 


A late decision gives some comfort to 


those who arc beginning to 'find their 
business injured by the operation of mo- 
nopolies, monopolies that have conspired 
by trade agreements to drive out .of busi- 
ness. 
This 'decision was rendered in n 


Chicago appellate court in a case where 
a, brickmnking establishment 
-sued 
for 


damages because certain builders and a 
labor union had conspired to 
compel 


builders not in the combine to pay more 
for bricks, nnd on the part.of the union, 
not to handle brick of such firms who 
wore not strictly "in." The thing worked 
and tho plaintiff found his business ruin- 
ed and consequently sued and recovered 
damages for' $15,000. 


The court in its finding said that law- 


ful competition in trade was legitimate 
even though, thereby some were driven 
out, but unlawful competition might be 
brought in, and such illegal competition 
was that such as the defendants had em- 
ployed through their combination. There 
is meat in this decision though it has not 
as yet been confirmed by the supreme 
court. One favorite method employed by 
monopolies is to reduce their prices in 
localities where it is desired to crush n 
competitor. This' is generally employed 
and has been very successful. 
If some 


public spirited citizen whose business has 
been thus 
injured, 
could 
sufh'ciently 


arouse the local spirit and with such en- 
couragement carry a case to the highest 
court, it would be a good thing to do. 
But the public can always help by refus- 
ing to desert the'dealer or manufacturer 
being thus under the harrow of the kill- 
ing trust, as any lower prices are of 
course but temporary and when the kill- 
ing has been accomplished the trust or 
monopoly will invariably raise 
prices 


again and get back every cent, and with 
absence of Ipcul competition increase the 
prices to consumers. 


. THE LESSON OP HIH.AM CROXK. 


. The last ''survivor of the war of 1812 
has passed away. This veteran, Hiram 
Cronk. resided at Ava. Now York, and 
was at the-trine of his death 105 years of 
age. .But not much to tho honor of the 
country it was not until five years 'ago 
that either the national government or 
the state of New York took any notice, 
and it is naively stated that when this 
aged union veteran who fought in the sec- 
ond war for independence became an in- 
valid some notice began to be made of the 
lone survivor. In 1000 his pension was in- 
creased to $25.00 'a montlj 
and three 


years ago the state of Xcw York grant- 
ed him a sta.tc pension of $72.00 a month, 
but it was not until it had been shown 
the veteran was in actual need that such 
was given. 


The national gratitude does'not shine 


out in this case with, any particular lus- 
ter, for n pension of $25.00 a. month to 
nn 105 year old veteran, and in need at 
that, is a 
mighty 
poor 
recompense. 


There are thousands of veterans of the 
war of the rebellion receiving pensions 
much larger where in no need, and many 
receiving pensions' fully as large if not 
larger than the Cronk pension who sc- 
curel them by methods not particularly 
straightforward. 
But this veteran has 


gone to join the far larger army in the 
beyond, and in his passing away, the sec- 
ond army who fought that their coun- 
try's honor be preserved, ha,s vanished 
from earth. Will, however, this lesson 
to be taught by Hiram Cronk be im- 
pressed upon the nation? Will it suffer 
(he last survivor of the grand armies of 
the war of the rebellion to reach an ad- 
vanced age suffering in need, and to be 
regarded as a cenetnrian with n beggarly, 
pitiful pension of 825.00 a month? 


MONEY POU ri'nuc inrnrosBS. 
A law should be enacted that will ena- 


ble city councils to appropriate money 
towards the payment of expenses involv- 
ed in any object looking towards the'bet- 
terment -of the municipality, or public 
matters suclv as the holding of conven- 
tions having for their purpose such as 
good roads conventions or public celebra- 
tions.

There is really no reason why this should 
not be the case"." A. convention for this 
purpose is certainly not for any private 
enterprise, 'or in assistance of any ob- 
ject that is not for a public purpose, nnd 
a law enabling councils to appropriate 
funds should have no opposition from the 
general public. 


Thus the ft,nids necessary to defray ex- 


penses involved in the holding of the 
good roads convention in this city, the 
first of the.official conventions of the Na- 
tional association, came from citizens im- 
bued with the good purpose, Mayor Nel- 
son having stated, which was the case, 
the city could not contribute. But as 
such a. purpose is distinctly for the bene- 
fit of the public at large, the appropria- 
tion from the general funds for this pur- 
pose is not only desirable, but perfectly 
proper. 


IDEAL LIVING AND DOING. 


There is nothing more true than that 


men should live up to their ideals, but 
this ideal does not mean at all, other men 
arc to be forced to accept their inter- 
pretation of things. This is the trouble 
with some of our presumably great mou 
for they have lived so long in the atmos- 
phere .of their liattcrers, that they seem 
to be unable to conceive there are others 
who disagree with them. It-ia startling 
at times when one of these grsat public 
characters posing on reform lines discov- 
ers there arc citizens who actually have 


uiu-ed to differ. Had they the power at 
command the fate'thnt would "meet .this 
incredulous citizen ii not difficult to im- 
agine.

Pleas- 
ant is seriously considering an extensive' 
improvement in road building that will 
in time add a hundred per cent to the 
value of tho land, but there is much dif- 
ference of oninion.as to method, some 
favoring a direct tax for a, portion of the 
work each year.

ENCOURAGING OUR POSSESSIONS.

coffee.

Teamsters' union announced his inten- 
tion today to defy Federal Judge Kohl- 
saat and'Master in Chancery Sherman, 
by persisting in refusing-to answer ques- 
tions at the resumption of the hearing 
of .alleged .violations of the strike injunc-

Anyway T am not going to rrnswcr 
the questions before the master.1 I will 
do my own thinking. The law gives me 
that 'right. 1 honestly believe the ques- 
tions would tend to incriminate me. I 
might as well go to jail for contempt as 
(or conspiracy. 1 can run the strike 
from the jail." 


SAYS MEN KEEf PEACE

I was di- 
vorced in San Francisco in May, 1903. 


"I left the coast and came east for

My 
visit to the 'east made me acquainted 
with my sister Julia's husband, J. 
Morgan Smith, whom 1 had never met 
before, and gave me a chance to run 
down to my old home in Washington 
and see my father and. mother.

Proprietor of Shooting Gallery 


in Hospital, Bullet Enter- 


ing Lelt Hip. 


JOHN LEY HAD JUST 


LAID WEAPON DOWN 


Upon Statement* from Injured Party 


That He Was not to Blame the 


Authorities 
Ordered 


His Release. 


Edward Lund, a Swede about 35 years 


old, proprietor of a shooting gallery, lo- 
cated on city property just north of 
Casper Dick's sample rooms on Main 
street, was accidentally shot in the loft 
thigh between 11 and 12 o'clock last 
night, by John Ley,' a portrait artist, 
and the injured man lies at St. Luke's 
hospital in a precarious condition. 


From the facts at hand it is evident 


that the shooting was purely accidental 
in every way. Mr. Lund came to this 
city from the west more than a week 
ngo an dopened his gallery which has 
been liberally patronized by marksmen 
and others. 


Lust evening Mr. Ley visited the Dan- 


ish Brotherhood hall and took a. book 
from the library. When he started homo 
he came by way of State street and 
stopped in at tho gallery, more out of 
curiosity than anything else. 


Picking up a 22 calibre rifle he fired 


one shot nt a target and proceeded to 
lay the gun down on the board. 
The 


muzzle was toward Mr. Lund and sudden- 
ly there was a report; the weapon had 
exploded and nt the same time Mr. Lund 
staggered back and exclaimed, "My God 


man, 
you have shot me!" and he fell1 


down. 


GAVE HISISELF UP. 


Mr. Ley was greatly excited and with 


all possible haste "summoned passers by 
nnd hurried to the police office and gave 
himself up. 
The police ambulance hur- 


ried to the shooting gallery and Mr. 
Lund wns found lying on the ground nnd 
groaning. He was removed to the St. 
Luke's hospital and Drs. Alec Williams 
and Nott were called. 
They made an 


examination and found that the ball had 
entered at the left hip, struck the bone 
and went through, but the bullet could 
not be found or extricated, the physic- 
inns saying that it probably glanced up 
or flattened out. 
They did not believe 


the wound itself wns fatal, but there was 
danger of blood poisoning. 


LEY'S VERSION OF ACCIDENT. 


Tn the meantime Mr." Ley made his 


statement to the police, in effect that 
he entered the gallery, picked up the 
gun, fired at the target, lay down the 
weapon nnd in so doing it went off and 
the man wns shot. He could not tell 
how the weapon happened to go off, in 
fact he is confident that he did not pull 
the trigger. 
Under the circumstances 


Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson decided 
to hold the man until this morning and 
he was locked up. 


INJURED MAN'S STORY. 


This morning District Attorney E. E. 


Gittins and Policeman Bert George went 
to the hospital to secure a statement 
from Mr. Lund, but he positively" refus- 
ed to sign any written statement but 
mndc n verbal one as follows: 


He stated that Mr. Ley came into the 


gallery ami shot the rifle at a target and 
vns cither laying the gun clown or at- 
tempting to reload it when the explosion 
occurred and he was shot. He said that 
he never saw Mr. Ley before, never had 
a word with him nnd that the shooting 
was accidental. 


MR. LEY RELEASED. 


When this statement was obtained tha 


district attorney ordered the release of 
Mr. Ley at once. 


Mr. Lund told the officers that he wns 


n Swede, that he was unmarried, had no 
relatives in this country arid no partic- 
ular home, having been all over the coun- 
try running shooting galleries. 


The man hns but one arm, the left arm 


Seing gone near the elbow, Mr. Lund 
stating that ho lost it in machinery ten 
years ago. 
. * 


Mr. Ley, the man who did the shooting, 


ins been a resident of Racine a number 
of years and is an artist of considerable 
note. He is badly wrought up and la- 
ments the accident very much. 


When the physicians called at the hog- 


jit.il early this morning the injured man 
WIIB asleep and appeared to be in no im- 
mediate danger. 


Dr. Williams said nt 3 o'clock this af- 


ternoon that, the injured man was rcst- 
ng easily although the outcome of the 
accident could not be foretold. He hiay 
recover, but there is great danger of 
blood poisoning setting in, 
although 


every possible precaution has been taken 
;o prevent it.

"But I left the hall and walked forth. 


On Sixth street I met a stranger. He 
was loaded'with watches'and jewelry. 
He offered to sell me a watch and chain 
for merely nothing. I noticed that the 
watch was rather old and looked as if it 
had been worn. 


"It was my opinion that the stranger 


stole the watch and jewelry and I deter- 
mined to arrest and take him to the po- 
lice office. Everything went all right un- 
til I reached a point near the rear of 
Wood's blacksmith shop, corner of Wis- 
consin and Fourth streets. 


"Here the stranger started toward the 


rear of a house. I followed and he scaled 
a fence, climbed over a woodshed and 
dropped into the alley. Then I commenc- 
ed to yell and1 ran into the alloy and 
tried to catch the man. When I was 
calling the loudest for help Policeman 
Burrett came along nnd arrested me, 
stating that I was drunk, but he was 
mistaken. Now -I want to capture that 
fellow judge, and I will go right out and 
look for him if I can go." 


"All right," said the judge, "get out 


and let's sec how quick you can bring 
.in.the man." In a second Tilly was going 
down the stairs and he is supposed to 
still be chasing after the stranger, for he 
has .not been seen about the court.

WORKING UNDER 
GREAT STRAIN. 


Pulford arose early today and went to 


his store. He appeared to be working 
under great strain. After opening the 
doors of the store and safe, he placed the 
money in the cash register, and was leav- 
ing by the back door1 when a newspaper 
correspondent stopped him. 


"Mr. Pulford, I wouW like to nsk yon 


one question in regard to your revol- 
vers," he said. 


"I can't talk to you now" said Pulford. 


"I am going to the. house to get break- 
fast, but I will be back in just a min- 
ute." 


DONE WITH ONE BULLET. - 


Mr. Pulford appeared to be in haste 


nnd turned quickly and walked toward 
his home. Fifteen minutes Tater a rcpori 
was heard in the street nnd when an in 
vcstigation was made Pulford was fount 
dead. He had ended his life with a sin 
pie bullet. Climbing to the loft of tlie 
harn in which he kept his horses he 
stood near a. window, pressed the muzzle 
of his revolver agninst tho right side ol 
his forehead, fired and fell back dend 
At the sound of the revolver, Mrs. Pul- 
ford became hysterical. When the neigh- 
bors reached the house she was wnilinp 
frantically, her two daughters at 
her 


side. For two months PuTford hns shown 
signs of mental strain. 


When Daniel Berry was killed in Pul- 


ford's opera, hause last Monday nnd the 
authorities began to question Pulford it 
was evident to those who knew him best 
thnt Pulford's mind was giving nwny. 


WIFE HAD PREMONITION. 


"He is not mentally sound," said Cliiel 


of Police C. .C. Barker, two days ago, 
"I'am afraid lie will kill himself." Simi- 
lar fear was felt by Mrs. Pulford. After 
the suicide today,1 she kept reiterating 
wildly "I knew he- would do it! I knew 
he would do it." 


LIVED FOR HIS BUSINESS. 


Pntford's death ends the life of a mnn 


who rose from a poor boy to the position 
of one of the wealthiest men in this sec- 
tin of Illinois.
